A BAD MAN. 


Th< Officere Betteve That He ie In 
or About Benton Harbor. 


John A. Bullis, sheriff of Newaygo 
county, was la the cl^ yesterday in 
search of a man who is badly wanted 
in Newaygo county for committing rob­ 
bery on the night of June 4. 
A man 
answering the fellow’s description was 
seen here Saturday but he has dis­ 
appeared and although everv ottlcer in 
the county has been furnished with a 
description of him it is safe to predict 
that he has made good his escape. 


The story of his crime is brief. 
Ou 
the night of June 4 he, in company 
with a companlou, entered the home 
of Mrs, James Ackley of Newaygo, and 
robbed her of between l^iOO aud. $40»> in 
gold and greenbacks aud Dheu success­ 
fully made his escape from the viclu- 
ity. The ofticers were at once uotltied 
and in a few days word v/as received 
by the sheriif cf 
that one of 


the robbers ha^»eeu found iu the 
woods near ti^^ow u of Bangor in a 
half dead conditioo. 
He coufessed to 
his part or* th-i crime and said that 
while he and his companion were go­ 
ing through the wooas the fellow at­ 
tacked him aud believiug him dead 
had robbed him of his share in the 
robbery and then, left him. 


Mrs. Ackley has offered a reward of 
150 for his capture and the sheriff has 
ottered a reward of $25 more. 


Here is a description of the man: 
He was about forty years old; weight, 
140 pounds; height, 5 ft. 7 in.; heavy 
light colored mustache, blue eyes,

hair; thin sharp features. 
Wore orown suit of clothes, brown 
slouch hat.

When last seen he was going 
south near South Haven.

Both the murdered man and the edi­ 
tor have long been leaders In southern 
Illinois politics, and their reputations 
have extended beyond the borders of 
the state. Mayor Richards was one of 
the most popular men In the county, be­ 
ing widely known for his philanthropic 
deeds. 
He was elected 
mayor 
last 
spring on the Republican ticket, receiv­ 
ing the Indorsement of the regular Dem­ 
ocratic convention. He lived In a hand­ 
some residence, and on his estate had 
built an electric light and water works 
plant, with which he supplied the city 
with light and water free of charge. He 
was 66 years of age and a bachelor.

Captain Hedley has a national repu­ 
tation. 
He was an Intimate friend of 
the late Walter Q. Gresham, and has 
of late been engaged by the'relatives of 
the former ,secretary of state In writing 
a book of personal memoirs. He served 
all through the war of the rebellion with 
Gresham. The men were political ene­ 
mies of year’s standing. They met at 
noon Saturday on one of the principal 
streets. There were a score or more of 
eye-witnesses to the shooting, but none 
who heard the words that passed be­ 
tween* them before the editor drew his 
revolver and fired two shots at the mayor. 
The first shot inflicted a amal flesh 
wound In the right arm. 
The second 
entered the right side, passed through 
the right lung, and lodged In the spine.

The 
man who killed him Is a pigmy. The 
murdered man weighed 250 pounds and 
his assailant tips the beam a t barely 
140 pounds.

Richards 
struck at Hadley and It is claimed made 
a move to draw^a pistol when Hedley 
whipped out his revolver and flred the 
two shots.

Hedley, ceache^d this city from Bunker 
Hill at I o'clock Saturday afternoon, and 
was immediately taken to the sheriff's 
office. Many friends were present, who 
offered to so on his bond 
for

amount. He placed himself In charge of 
his countel» ex<-Representative JohnRln- 
aker. The^priftmlnary charge was heard 
before Justice Alva Cloud and bond 
Axed at |2,000. A message came from 
Bunker Hill at 6:10 o’clock announclAg 
Mayor Richards' death.* Captain Hed- 
ley l8 In the city in charge of the sher- 
iff'and His counsel, but hl^ whereabout! 
Is kept secret. Rumors of an attempted 
lynching by Bunker Hill 
friends 
of 
Mayor Richards reached here, but are 
not believed by leading men. 


The plea is self-defense, and Captain 
Hedley’a counsel said that under the 
circumstances any other course would 
have been impossible. The trouble, ac­ 
cording to reports here, has been of long 
standing. Both were Republicans, and 
the leaders of separate faction.«. 
Their 
differences during the last campaign 
were partly patched up through the in­ 
tervention of friends, who induced them 
to 
an agreement containing certain 
stipulations, 
one of which wa.« that 
they should s?peak to each other in pub­ 
lic. 
At the gpring municipal election 
Richards was a candidate for mayor. 
Captain Hedley also degired the nomina­ 
tion. and so announced in his paper. 
After powerful pressure he wa!* induced 
by Richards’ friends to withdraw, doing 
&c rehu'tantly. 


After the election the situation Vietween 
the men became very strained, and at 
noon Saturday, while going home to din- 
n^r they met. whereupon Mayor Rich­ 
ards demanded:

there was a subsequent report that both 
liistol and bomb were used.

The bomb was a clumsily made affair 
to which a piece of fuse was attached, 
and the fuse was probably lighted by a

The presumption is that at the 
moment the fuse was lighted the cul­ 
prit fled, and in any case the bombcould 
not have done much harm.

N e ^ ^ ie 
pistol was a small dagger beiiri^F a 
aimilar threatening inscription ana a 
few feet away the police found a news­ 
paper with a cartoon grossly insulting 
io the president. This contained an oif- 
Censive inscription hinting at the execu­ 
tion of M. Faure.

But what ai)out tho dreams thnt oome after, 
when he seems falling from groat heights 
or is prostrut«! by other fancied disasters 
and tho perspiration stands on tho fore­ 
head—tlie night dew of everlasting dark- 
ness—and ho is ground under the horrible 
hoof of nightmares shrieking with lips 
that crackle with all consuming torture? 
“ Rojoice, O young miin, in thy yotith. 
and let thy heart cheer thee in tiie days of 
thy youth 
But know thon tiiat for all 
the«© things God will bring thw into judg­ 
ment!" Sweet at the start, horrible at the 
last. Go into that hall of revelry, where 
ungodly mirth staggers and blasphemes. 
Listen to the sonselmis gabble. See the last 
trace .of intelligence dashed out from faces 
made in God’« own image. 
"Aha, ahal" 
«ay« the roistering inebriate. "This is joy 
for you. Fill high your cups, my boys.

The 
Philistines Jeered and langhcd and shouted 
at Samson. Oh, they w a n ^ him to make 
sport for them, and he made «port for 
Ihem 1 How bright and gay was the scene 
for a llttlo while! Aft4>r awhile the giunr 
puts one hand against this pillar and the 
other hand against that pillar and bowi^ 
himself, and
